BOYNE CITY — With another ex- 
citing of area girls basketball season 
coming to a close few weeks ago, the 
2013-14 season saw the crowning of a 
first time conference champion in 
the Boyne Falls Lady Loggers and 
witnessed the recapturing of a dis- 
trict title in Charlevoix. 

So without further delay, the 
Charlevoix County News is proud to 
announce the 2013-14 Girls Basketball 
All-Area “Dream Team.” 

This seasons “Dream Team” is 
packed full of perimeter players as 
well as those possessing an inside 
presence. Having all that talent made 
it very difficult to choose the Player 
of the Year, but after going over all 
the necessary statistical information 
and each student-athletes importance 
to their team, the selection for regu- 
lar season Player of the Year goes to 
Boyne City senior, Rainy McCune, 
while Charlevoix’s Madeline Boss is 
recognized as the postseason Player 
of the Year. 


(#3) RAINY MCCUNE, SENIOR 
Sometimes big things come in small 
packages. In this case, that big thing 


is Rambler guard (#38) Rainy McCune. 
The crafty veteran, a three-time All- 
Area selection in her third year on 
the Rambler varsity helped lead 
Boyne once again this season. 

“T appreciate my coach (Kevin Fitz- 
patrick) and the time I have spent on 
the court. I think that will definitely 
help me in my future play,” Rainy 
said. “Iam really grateful for my 
teammates and coaches, they have 
supported me throughout the year. As 
a team we achieved many of our 
goals, we only grew stronger as the 
season progressed.” 

Rainy led the Lady Ramblers in 
every statistical category, highlighted 
by a 15.8 points per game average, 
while also dishing out 4.1 assists, 
hauling in 6.1 rebounds and making 
5.5 steals per contest and shooting a 
very respectable 70% from the charity 
stripe. Boyne finished out a very com- 
petitive 7-14 campaign. 

Her court awareness allowed her to 


connect with open teammates and cre- 


ate shots for herself. She would also 
challenge everyone that tried to con- 
tain her one-on-one, as her movement 
without the ball would often lead 
those defenders through multiple 
screens, chasing her around the 


court. 

“T am planning to attend college and 
further pursue my love for the game,” 
Rainy added. “I am undecided as to 
where I am going to play as of now. I 
mostly would like to thank my dad for 
all he has taught me throughout the 
years. He has shown me what the 
game was and could be for me. When I 
was little, he was showing me moves 
and drills that the pro and college 
players were doing. He has put so 
much time and effort into what I have 
become and I cant’t thank him 
enough.”

Laughter Is

How many times have you 
laughed today? Two times? Ten? 
The average 40 year old laughs 
four times a day. The average five 
year old laughs more than 300 
times per day. You should laugh 
more - for your health. April is 
National Humor Month, a great 
time to bring more laughter into 
your life. 

Is laughter the best medicine? 
There is considerable evidence 
that laughter is good for us, for 
many reasons. Laughter reduces 
blood sugar levels and increases 
glucose tolerance, whether you 
have diabetes or not. Laughter re- 
duces pain, by producing endor- 
phins, which are natural, 
pain-killing hormones. Laughter 
helps us to tolerate discomfort. 

Norman Cousins was seeking a 
way to cope with inflammatory 
arthritis when he decided to 
watch Marx Brothers movies to at 
least distract him from the pain. 
In his book, Anatomy of an III]- 
ness as Perceived by the Patient 
(W.W. Norton, 1979, 2001, 2005) 
Cousins claimed that ten minutes 
of laughter daily significantly re- 
duced the pain and inflammation, 
allowing him to sleep for two 
hours without pain. 

Laughter improves job perform- 
ance, particularly if your work 
requires creativity and the solv- 
ing complex problems. Laughter 
improves the functioning of the 
heart and brain. Laughter actu- 
ally helps your blood vessels func- 
tion better, by increasing blood 
flow. Laughter strengthens the 
immune system, by decreasing 
stress hormones and increasing 
the production of T-cells, immune 
proteins, and infection-fighting 
antibodies. 

Research conducted by a cardi- 
ologist found that laughter was as 
beneficial as aerobic activity ina 
sample of 20 healthy adults. 
Michael Miller, M.D., believes that 
the results indicate that laughter 
may help maintain a healthy en- 
dothelium. The endothelium reg- 
ulates blood flood and the ability 
of blood to coagulate and clot, as 
well as secreting chemicals in re- 
sponse to infection and wounds.

Important in cardiovascular dis- 
ease, a healthy functioning en- 
dothelium delays or prevents the 
development of atherosclerosis, 
or hardening of the arteries. 

How laughter helps the en- 
dothelium is not entirely clear. 
Laughter reduces levels of stress 
hormones cortisol, epinephrine 
and dopamine and increases en- 
dorphins, neurotransmitters and 
antibodies while improving blood 
flow to the heart, leading to 
greater relaxation, improved 
mood and a positive outlook. The 
effect may be a result of the exer- 
cise of the diaphragm muscles 
through laughter. At the least, 
laughter reduces mental stress, 
which damages the endothelium. 
Laughter shouldn’t be considered 
a substitute for aerobic activity in 
avoiding cardiovascular disease. 
The two can work in tandem to 
improve heart health. 

Laughter also plays an impor- 
tant role in relationships. Laugh- 
ter establishes a positive 
emotional climate and creates an 
emotional connection between 
people through synchronizing, if 
only briefly, the brains of those 


involved. The power of laughter 
in intimate relationships is un- 
derestimated - laughing together - 
not at one another - keep a rela- 
tionship together. 

To improve your health - and 
your mood - strive to laugh 15 
minutes each day. You could 
achieve this by consciously guf- 
fawing for 15 minutes a day or 
watching situation comedies 
alone in your living room. How- 
ever, since laughter is contagious 
and improves relationships, try to 
meet your laughter quota in the 
company of others. When others 
are laughing, join in! We can all 
benefit from more laughter. As 
you work to laugh more, help 
those that are around you to in- 
crease their laughter quota as 
well! 

Today, spend at least 15 minutes 
laughing. You will feel happier 
right away. Make laughter a 
daily habit and you will be feeling 
younger and even healthier in no 
time. 


Area agencies team up to prevent child sexual abuse 


Child sexual abuse impacts 1 in 4 
girls and 1 in 6 boys in the US., 
which is why the National Sexual 
Violence Resource Center is en- 
couraging individuals and commu- 
nities to learn more about it in an 
effort to help prevent it from occur- 
ring. 

A local collaborative campaign to 
help prevent child sexual abuse 
was initiated in 2013 by the Child 
Abuse Council of Charlevoix and 
Emmet Counties; Great Start Col- 
laborative of Emmet, Charlevoix 
and Northern Antrim Counties; 
and the Women’s Resource Center 
of Northern Michigan, Inc., with 
the goal of getting information and 
resources into the hands of parents 
and educators to provide a better 
understanding of the issue; en- 
abling them to become part of the 
solution in preventing this perva- 
sive crime. 

Through this prevention project, 
free informational materials have 
been offered to elementary schools 
in Charlevoix and Emmet counties 
to share with staff and parents of 
students in kindergarten through 
8rd grade. Schools participating in 
the project include Alanson, Boyne 
City, Boyne Falls, Harbor Light, 
Pellston, St. Francs Xavier and 
Central, Lincoln and Sheridan 


schools in Petoskey. The cost of 
materials was funded by the part- 
ner agencies, as well as a $2,000 
grant from the Char-Em United 
Way Emerging Needs Fund. Dur- 
ing the two year campaign support 
was also provided by Charlevoix- 
Emmet Intermediate School Dis- 
trict and the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan’s Early Child- 
hood Behavioral Health Initiative. 

“We decided to get this important 
information out to parents through 
local schools that were willing to 
participate in the program,” said 
Stacey Walsh-Hoobler, Clinical Di- 
rector and Therapist with the 
Women’s Resource Center. “The in- 
formation and resources are in- 
tended to help them understand 
their role in supporting healthy 
childhood development and how to 
talk with their children about a 
subject that can be difficult.” 

Part of the prevention effort also 
includes an Early Childhood Net- 
working Night for caregivers and 
parents held at the Char-Em ISD 
Taylor School for Exceptional 
Learners in Petoskey from 6:00-7:30 
p.m., on Wednesday, April 9. Event 
topics include child sexual abuse 
prevention and the role of man- 
dated reporters presented by Dar 
Charlebois, community prevention 


educator with the Women’s Re- 
source Center of Northern Michi- 
gan and Dana Stempky who will 
provide details on the Michigan 
Child Protection Law. The Early 
Childhood Networking Night is 
free of charge and includes dinner 
and child care. To register, parents 
and caregivers may call Susan

Budget Cuts to Community Mental Health 


Petoskey - Community mental 
health programs in the State have 
had 54% of State General 
Fund/General Purpose money cut 
effective April 1st. The agencies 
were notified of this reduction ina 
March 24 communication from the 
State Department of Community 
Health. Specific allocation commu- 
nications were received by local 
CMH Directors on March 26. 

State funding is the only re- 
source for persons without any 
form of government health care or 
insurance. The 54% reduction was 
pursuant to appropriation adjust- 
ments in PA. 107, related to the 
Healthy Michigan program, and 
PA. 34, the recent supplemental ap- 
propriation approved by the state 
legislature in mid-March. “The as- 


sumption is that most of our 
clients will qualify for Medicaid or 
Healthy Michigan,” says Ed 
LaFramboise of Alpena, Director 
of Northeast Michigan Community 
Mental Health, “but we know that 
many won’t.” 

Eligibility requirements could 
be the problem. “Persons with 
Medicare aren’t able to apply, and 
that’s a problem,” says Greg 
Paffhouse of Traverse City, CEO of 
Northern Lakes Community Men- 
tal Health. “Many persons with se- 
rious and persistent mental illness, 
who absolutely require services, 
are Medicare-only clients, which 
means that State GF must be ex- 
pended for their services, as 
Medicare does not cover everything 
we do.” 


Hundreds of letters have been 
sent across the north notifying ex- 
isting clients of the reduction. “It’s 
a painful thing to do,” says Kaczyn- 
ski. “Access to services will be lim- 
ited to this group.” 

Most funding received by com- 
munity mental health agencies is 
Medicaid, according to Alexis 
Kaczynski, Director of North 
Country Community Mental 
Health, headquartered in Petoskey. 
“Last year, 82% of our funding was 
from Medicaid”, Kaczynski said. 
“Twelve percent was from State 
sources, but losing half of that isa 
catastrophe. There are a lot of de- 
mands on this resource.”

Now 
there's proof that making the 
same commitment to your 
marriage boosts happiness. 
Sounds like a no-brainer, but 
don't let work, family respon- 
sibilities, home maintenance 
and other demands on your 
time crowd out the good stuff 
that feeds your relationship - 
like dates, daily check-ins, lit- 


tle romantic moments and in- 


timacy. 

You'll end up with ... 
cleaner, more flexible arter- 
ies. Long-married spouses 
who support each other most 
of the time had fewer cal- 
cium deposits in arteries 
within the heart, a brand- 
new report says. In contrast, 
spouses who gave and re- 
ceived loving attention only 
some of the time (and felt 
snubbed frequently) had 
more signs of these danger- 
ous deposits, which can lead 
to narrow, stiff arteries anda 
higher risk for a heart attack. 

That may be why people 
who are happily paired-up at 
midlife are two to three times 
more likely to live long 
enough to enjoy their later 
years compared with folks 
who are unmarried, widowed 
or divorced during their 40s 
and 50s, says a Duke Univer- 
sity study. The benefits to you 
and your partner continue 
for as long as you both shall 
live. Married people in their 
80s, 90s and beyond have a 
lower risk for memory prob- 
lems and thinking lapses. 

2. Talk about the big stuff. 
Engaged? Newly married? 
Twenty-five-year veterans? 
There's plenty of proof that 
marriage-education pro- 
grams can get any union off 


to a great start or help im- 
prove a long-standing one by 
getting the two of you to talk 
about important stuff like fi- 
nances, kids, household 
chores and communication 
styles. If you or your partner 
don't want to try formal 
classes, how about "movie 
marriage therapy"? Watching 
five popular movies and then 
discussing key questions cut 
the divorce rate in half for 
174 couples in one recent 
three-year study. You'll find a 
list of movies and questions 
at www.courses.rochester.edu/sur- 
veys/funk/. 

You'll end up with ... lower 
risk for chronic conditions. 
Open communication helps 
reduce chronic tension and 
boosts you and your honey's 
self-esteem. That may lower 
inflammation and blood pres- 
sure. Maybe that's why, com- 
pared with singles, married 
people are less likely to de- 
velop the kinds of health 
problems that require day-in, 
day-out attention, such as di- 
abetes and heart disease. 

3. Don't underestimate 
old-fashioned grit. Spouses 
willing to work as a team, 
even when it means making 
individual sacrifices, boost 
their chance of enjoying a 
long and happy marriage. A 
study that tracked 172 cou- 
ples for a decade found the se- 
cret of their success: They 
didn't keep score and compro- 
mised (within reason) with- 
out looking for a payback. 

You'll end up with ... bet- 
ter odds against cancer. Mar- 
ried people who get a cancer 
diagnosis live longer than 
those who are single - often 
because their cancers are 
caught in earlier, more treat- 
able stages and because 
they're more likely to get the 
best treatment for their can- 
cer type. Having someone 
around to urge you to keep 
up with cancer screenings 
and to support you when 
you're making tough deci- 
sions about how to handle a 
scary diagnosis can make all 
the difference, says a reveal- 
ing study from Boston's 
Dana-Farber Cancer Insti- 
tute. 

So take time to work on 
your relationship with your 
main squeeze. You two will 
boost your levels of feel-good 
brain chemicals (especially if 
you hug - and more!) and take 
the edge off daily stresses 
that, over time, boost risk for 
both relationship and health 
problems. Then you'll be 
ready to make the most of 
the Happy Couple's Health 
Bonus.

Creating the new Mustang con- 


vertible involved far more than 
just slicing the top off the fast- 
back. The two cars were de- 
signed and engineered from the 
ground up, incorporating an 
array of visually subtle, but im- 
portant, changes to make sure 
each stood on its own while 
meeting increased standards of 
quality, performance and refine- 
ment. 

“From the start, we committed 
to giving Mustang convertible a 
unique look from the fastback 
with the clean, cohesive design it 
deserved ,” said Joel Piaskowski, 
exterior design director. “From 
the raised and straightened mus- 
cle line on the rear haunches to 
the recontoured trunklid, the 
new Mustang convertible has a 
more linear quality whether the 
top is up or down, giving the car 
its own distinct presence on the 
road.” 

For the first time on Mustang, 
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every convertible roof gets a full 
fabric outer layer for the roof 
plus a full inner headliner to en- 
close the five-bow structure. 
Sandwiched in between these 
layers is a full 10-millimeter 
thick insulation pad that makes 
the convertible nearly as quiet 
inside with the top up as the fast- 
back. 

“A great deal of effort went 
into details such as the shape of 
the rear quarter windows so that 
they could drop completely out 
of sight when the top is down,” 
said Piaskowski. “The top sys- 
tem was carefully refined to pre- 
vent unsightly folds or ‘ears’ at 
the rear corners of the roof 
when it’s up.” 

Lowering the roof is easier 
than ever. A new center-mounted 
single latch offers quick one- 
handed operation right from the 
driver’s seat. The new electro- 
mechanical drive system raises 
or lowers the roof in half the 
time required previously with 
just a press of a button on the 
center console. The electric drive 
system is also much quieter than 
the previous electro-hydraulic 
design. 

“When youre sitting in the 
driveway or at a traffic light and 
you decide you want to enjoy 
some sunshine, you shouldn’t 
have to wait around for the top to 
lower,” said Pericak. “Our team 
worked to engineer a retractable 
roof that gets out of the way or 
closes up quickly and quietly.” 

The combination of a more 
compact mechanism and lower 
beltline for the new Mustang 
means the Z-fold roof is flatter 
and tucked further out of the 
way than before. The highest 
point of the folded stack is now 
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6.7 inches lower than the outgo- 
ing Mustang, contributing to the 
sleeker and more sophisticated 
looking profile and better rear 
visibility for the driver. 

A well-engineered top and dra- 
matically upgraded cabin are 
just part of making a great con- 
vertible sports car. Like the fast- 
back, Mustang convertible 
features significantly increased 
use of high-strength and ultra- 
high-strength steels throughout 
the body structure. 

Torsional stiffness of the con- 
vertible body has been increased 
by 13 percent to produce a more 
stable platform to better take ad- 
vantage of the new fully inde- 
pendent suspension.

The problem is 
that a seller will not consider this a 
major issue and attach a much lower 
discount than a buyer will accept. 

This is why it is imperative that 
sellers do everything they can to 
eliminate any issues buyers may 
have with their house before listing.
